Dr. Lamb

Dear Dr. Lamb—I realize 


sex used to be a closed book 
for most people, practiced 
but not publicized. I've heard 
a lot of old wives' tales. My 
question c o n c e r n s herma- 
phrodism. I have never seen 
much published on this and 


I think many 
people would 
like to know 
what it is. I 
have never 
seen one. but 
I've read that 
they are not 
so u n c o m 
mon. I know 
t h e 
clitoris 
enlarges, but 
is t h a t all? 


To what size or length does 
it grow and is it functional? 
Are there any remedies, op- 
erations or otherwise? Does 
this condition have an emo- 
tional effect on the person? 


Dear Reader—Hermaphro- 


dism really refers to having 
part of the sexual organs o? 
both the male and the fe- 
male. This takes many var- 
ied forms and is not restrict- 
ed to just changes in the 
clitoris or external genitals. 
There is no way to describe 
specifically to you the exact 
characteristics of a herma- 
phrodite, because there are 
so many variations. For ex- 
ample, a hermaphrodite may 
have both ovaries and testi- 
cles, or at least p a r t s of 
them. There may be parts of 
the f e m a l e reproductive 
tract in the presence of male 
genitals. 


Tne situation is compound- 


ed by underdeveloped sexual 
organs which may cause con- 
fusion. To illustrate, a male 
may not have completed nor- 
mal development b e f o r e 
birth and may be mistakenly 
thought to be a female at 
delivery. Such an individual 
may be raised as a female 
when in reality, sexually, the 
individual is a male with un- 
derdeveloped and abnormal- 
ly formed sexual organs. 


It might help to set down 


some of the principles of sex- 
uality. The egg from the fe- 
male c o n t a i n s one sex 
chromosome, l a b e l e d X 
chromosome. The s p e r m 
from the male are either X 
or Y. When fertilization oc- 
curs, the chromosomes are 
paired. The developing fetus, 
then, may h a v e an XX 
chromosome pattern or an 
XY chromosome pattern. All 
developing XX babies are 
genetically females. All de- 
veloping XY babies are gen- 
etically males. That is, they 
either carry the blueprint to 
develop into a female or a 
male in their developmental 
process. 


Now t h i n g s get a little 


more complicated. If enough 
male hormone is formed By 
the early cells of the devel- 
oping fetus, it will develop 
male characteristics. This is 
true regardless of whether 
the fetus started out being 
an XX female or an XY male 
baby. This is why the hor- 
mone production during the 
pregnancy period is so im- 
portant. It also influences 
the activation of basic sex 
cells in the brain which we 
all have. Male hormone in 
the development phase ac- 
tivates the development of 
wale brain cells and its ab- 
sence allows for the develop- 
ment of female brain cells. 
If a developing female baby- 
is exposed to too much male 
hormone, she will develop 
abnormally. Likewise, if a 
d e v e l o p i n g male baby 
doesn i have enough male 
hormone in the process, he 
will not develop completely. 


Now you can add to hor- 


mone mistakes the possible 
abnormal formation of the 
X and Y sex chromosomes. 
The combination of chromo- 
some patterns and hormonal 
influences determines t h e 
final outcome, and it can be 
as mixed as there are multi- 
ples of the different sexual 
parts of the male and female 
tract. 


Obviously, there is no one 
correct treatment for these 
problems. It depends on 
what kind of difficulty is 
present to begin with. Treat- 
ment is most successful if 
the problem is recognized 
early, preferably at birth or 
soon after. Optimal methods 
of treatment can be brought 
to bear during infancy and 
the early development peri- 
od of the child, rather than 
attempting to do something 
o n c e the individual has 
reached the stage of puberty 
or matured into an adult. In 
general, it is easier to trans- 
form such an individual to 
the female pattern, although 
it may not be possible to en- 
able her to have children; 
for example, if there are no 


ovaries present. It is much 
more difficult to do some- 
thing about developing func- 
tional external m a I e geni- 
talia. but each one of these 
problems is an individual 
m a t t e r . If the condition 
hasn't been recognized early 
in life, then psycho-social as- 
pects have to be considered 
as well. 


Of course, there are tre- 


mendous emotional effects 
on the individual. A woman 
has a "female personality" 
in part because of her gen- 
etic make-up and her hor- 
mones. Her mood changes 
throughout t h e menstrual 
cycle because of changes in 
the level of female hormone. 
The female brain runs the 
female menstrual cycle. This 
is related to the development 
of the female brain cells and 
their organization under hor- 
monal influences. Likewise, 
there is a male brain with 
activated male brain cells. 


Although there are some 


individuals in the current so- 
cial scene who would like to 
abolish the difference be- 
tween males and females, 
that just isn't the way nature 
made us. There really is a 
difference between men and 
women, both in terms of ex- 
ternal decoration and how 
the brain works. For those 
who don't believe this, they 
should have a course in ani- 
mal behavior. Male animals 
behave differently than fe- 
male animals. Tom cats are 
more apt to carouse than are 
pussy cats. Administering 
male hormone to an animal 
causes it to become more ag- 
gressive in its behavior. You 
might even say that the male 
hormone is the aggression 
hormone. There is a good 
reason why centuries ago, 
captors found that they could 
make their captives more 
docile by castrating them. 


Of coarse, aggressive be- 


havior is a l s o related to 
other factors including train- 
ing, c u l t u r a l conditioning, 
and numerous psycho-social 
or environmental influences. 
Thus the final outcome of 
sexuality and behavior is re- 
lated to genetic factors* hor- 
monal or cheniteaP'ffictors, 
and f i n a l l y environmental 
and social factors. Consider- 
ing all the multiple complex 
inputs in determining sex- 
uality, it's remarkable that 
things go as well as they do.

The words "tax exempt," 


to anyone as harassed as the 
American taxpayer is today, 
exert a powerful appeal to 
the emotions, and what is 
rational can be ignored. 


That's the only possible 


explanation of why so many 
people are investing in muni- 
cipal b o n d s when they 
shouldn't. 


The recent rush to sink 
spare family cash into the 
tax-exempts has, predicta- 
bly, 
attracted the u s u a l 


f r i n g e of unscrupulous, 
shady and downright dishon- 
est peddlers, and many in- 
nocent investors are being 
put through the wringer. Ex- 
amples are the Memphis 
scandal, where authorities 
moved in last year to break 
up the fun, and Florida, 
where the state has had to 
issue a leaflet telling citizens 
how to avoid getting burned. 


There are several traps in 


which the unwary may set a 
foot. First, there are differ- 
ent kinds of municipals, or 
so-called municipals — and 
considerable variation as to 
investment quality. 


Two types of bonds sold by 


some dealers as municipals 
raise questions about wheth- 
er they are true municipal 
bonds, and whether they are 
in fact tax exempt, accord- 
ing to the McGraw-Hill pub- 
lication, "Personal Busi- 
ness." 


One is the "industrial reve- 


nue" bond, whose only pur- 
pose is to raise money for 
offering inducements to cor- 
porations for locating indus- 
trial facilities in the area. 


The other is the "arbitrage 


bond," issued to raise money 
which s o m e governmental 
unit or agency hopes to in- 
vest at a profit over the in- 
terest it pays to the bond- 
holders.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—"If 
I had any advice to give 
Mark Spitz," said Johnny 
Weissmuller, running a hand 
through his long orangy 
hair, "it would be to get 
bumble, to come back down 
*" earth." 


Weissmuller recalled a mo- 


ment at Munich when he sat 
in the stands with Spitz's 
parents. Spitz's mother held 
a bunch of flowers. Spitz had 
just won one of his seven 
Olympic gold medals. 


"He walked by just below 


us and I called, 'Hey Mark, 
your mother's got flowers 
for you.' He didn t even turn 
around. That's the kind of 
kid he is, I guess. I don't 
know, maybe he hypnotizes 
himself." 


However. Weissmuller, at 
a New York restaurant re- 
cently to receive the Dewars 
Merit Award as one of the 
50 top athletes of all-time- 
undefeated 
for 
10 years, 


winner of five Olympic 
swimming gold medals in the 
1924 and 1928 Olympics—said 
he understood how a guy can 
get cocky. 


"But I got it knocked out 


of me pretty quick," he said. 
"It was early in my career 
and I had already set a 
bunch of world records. This 
one race, it was a 200-meter 
free style, I walked past 
each opponent as they lined 
up and whispered, 'Where 
you going to finish, second? 
third? fourth?' My coach, 
Bill Bachrach, he wanted to 
know what I had said. I told 
him. 
He ordered me to go 


back und apologue to each 
one of tiiose puys. I did. But 
I was so mau I won the race 
by 10 yards." 


Weissmuller talked about a 


recent 
magazine 
article, 


"The Selling of Spitz." which 
said Mark Spitz is being 
marketed 
by businessmen 


who do not allow Spitz or 
his family to speak to re- 
porters or business associ- 
ates about Mark's life. 


"Isn't 
it 
awful," 
said 


Weissmuller, scrunching up 
his nose. "But I guess you 
do have to be careful about 
business. I was never very

good at it. I'm a good guy. 
People used to say sign here, 
and I signed. 


My first agent in Holly- 


wood got me into trouble. 
"He cost me half a million. 
I'm still trying to sort that 
mess out with the Internal 
Revenue Service. And it's 
been years." 


Weissmuller says he is 


now semi-retired, but re- 
mains active in promoting 
Johnny Weissmuller swim- 
ming pools and is director of 
the Swimming Hall of Fame 
in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 


He is nearly 70 years old 


("68," 
he 
corrects, "70 


sounds so old") and says he 
still swims about two hours 
a day three days a week. 
"I just fool around in the 
water," he said. "But a year 
ago I jumped in for the hell 
of it and broke a minute for 
100 meters. I did it in 59 4 
seconds. No one my age can 
do that. So I'm 
still a 


champ." 


He laughed, as he does 


u.'ten, his front teeth slight- 
ly touching his lower liu 
Although his hair is dyed 
and his face has an easy sag, 
he still carries his weight 
well over his 6-4 frame. He 
says he weighs about 210, 
some 20 pounds over his 
competitive weight. 


A white silk kerchief was 


knotted around his thick but 
somewhat wattled neck, and 
an 
undershirt peeked up 


from under the salmon-col- 


ored shirt that covered his 
still huge chest. 


"I've had some ups and 
downs," he said, "but 
it's 


been a ball. I didn't have 
much formal education but 
I went around the world six 
times. I've had five wives 
and each experience was 
like going to college." 


He also had some trouble 


with alcohol—"bloody Marys 
are still my soup"—but he 
can still let out a savage 
jungle yell "when I'm full of 


His high-pitched jungle yell 
may be his most famous 
single possession now. For 
19 years he was Tarzan, of 
the Apes and of the Movies. 
By 1M7 he had literally out- 
grown his Tarzan loincloth. 
And for the next 10 years he 
si;*yed fully clothed as Jungle 
Jim. 


He went into the swimming 


pool business after that. But 
he says he still gets letters 
from all over the world: 
"Egypt, Russia, 
Africa— 


they want pictures—and they 
send it to Johnny Weissmul- 
ler, U.S.A., and I jet them 
at my home in Tuusville, 
Florida. Amazing, isn't it?" 


"Kids still see those Tar- 


zan movies," be continued. 
"I've got seven grandchil- 
dren. Half of 'em uon't be- 
lieve I'm Tarzan. We see 
one of my movies on televi- 
sion and I'll say, 'That's 
me.' And they'll say, 'Ob no, 
that's not you, grandpa.'" 


He chuckled, and repeated, 


"It's been a ball. I was a kidl 
from Chicago who was tool 
poor 
to 
own swimming 


trunks until I was U But I've 
spent a million dollars and 
111 spend another million be- 
fore I'm through. And. you! 
know, I was fortunate to be a 
swimmer. That's one sport 
you can do forever. You can 
be a hundred years old and 
wheel yourself to the pool 
and fall ia. And the older you 
get the warmer the water 
becomes—I mean, it feels 
better. 


"Swimming clears your 


lungs out, too, makes you 
awe to yeU louder." He let 
out a sort of subdued yell, 
which turned only a few 
heads ia the restaurant. He 
chuckled. 


Not long after, a waitress 
came by, asked Weissmuller 
for his autograph. He pt&eri 
out a pre-autographed post- 
card-like photograph of him 
swimming. 
He carries a 


batch of them inside his 
sport jacket pocket for just 
such occasions which, he 
says, are numerous. 


The waitress recalled that 
she had seen WieesmuUer do 
comic diving at the 1838 
World's Fairia New York. 


"When you get a certain 


age," she said, 'all you have 
is memories." 


"Make some more, 


honey," said Weissmuller, 
with a iiaughty but nice 
wink.
